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Princess Sophia Dashed Across 
Reef by Terrific Storm--Crew 
of 75 and 268 Passengers Perish OF ARMISTICE 


Tempest So Tremendous That Steamers Which Had Gone to Rescue 
of Stranded Ship Were Powerless to Rescue Single Person 
—Alberta Man Among Victims 


VICTORIA, B.C., Oct. 27.—Pounded by mountainous waves and 
driven before a wind of terrible severity, the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ship Princess Sophia slid from the comparative safety of Vander- 
bilt reef, in Lynn Canad, midway between Skagway and 
early Friday evening and carried 343 persons, passengers and crew, | 
men, women and children, to their death in the raging northern 
waters. There were no survivors from the ship.

Four hours out she 
yan into a blinding snowstorm, in 
which, it is supposed, she got out of 
her course slightly and piled up on 
the reef, where she rested for more 
than forty hours in what was thought 
to be a position of no danger. Light- 
house tenders and gas boats respond- 
ed to the wireless call for assistance, 
and the Princess Alice was dispatched 
from Vancouver to take over the pas- 
sengers. Even though the seas were 
running too high to permit of the 
transference of the passengers on 
board Friday, no alarm was felt. Cap- 
tain F. L. Lockem, of Victoria, a vet- 
eran seaman of the northern coast, 
on the night of the disaster had wire- 
lessed his office here that the ship was 
hard and fast on the reef with her 
bottom badly damaged, but she was 
not taking water and the passengers 
were normal. It is evident that he be- 
lieved the Sophia was planted so 
firmly on the rocks as to be secured 
from the severity of the storm which 
continued to rage. 


Efforts at Rescue Fail 


Friday morning the United States 
Nghthouse tender Cedar had got with- 
in 400 yards of the Sophia, but her 
anchors would not hold on the rocky 
sea bottom and the seas ferced her 
back. The waves were such that life- 
boats could not have lived. When 
night shut-down the Sophia--wae- still 
on the reef. The wind increased and 
the air was filled with snow. At 8 
o'clock the Cedar picked up the: last 
wireless from the Sophia. The Sophia 
was sinking. She had been driven 
across the reef into deep water, in 
which her shattered bottom offered no 
support, and she filled quickly and

There was no sign of life, 
age, and the bodies had scattered 
they had not gone down with 
ship.

Ten Bodies Recovered 

The body of one woman was picked 
up with four overturned boats on Lin- 
coln Island Sunday morning. Reports 
to the Canadian Pacific railway offi- 
cials in Victoria today announce the 
recovery of nine more bodies, eight of 
them women and all so far unidenti- 
fied. Four bodies were on one of 
the Sophia's collapsible rafts. The mes- 
sage added that there was no sign of | 
life and no hope of any survivors. 
Vanderbilt reef, it is pointed out, is 
three and one-half miles from the 
nearest point where boats would drift 
ashore, and it was impossible ‘that! 
rafts or lifeboats or passengers with | 
left belts could have survived for such | 
a distance in the huge seas which pre- | 
vailed Friday night. The search for | 
bodies is being maintained. 


Dawson Hard Hit 


The passenger list was cabled from 
Sgagway Saturday night and shows 
that 285 passengers sailed on the So- 
phia, of whom 230 were men, 37 wo- 
men and 18 children. The crew com- 
prised 61 persons, including one wo- 
man—Migse H. Browning of Vancouver, 
the stew: f “According to these 
figures there were 846 persons aboard 
-~290° men, 38 women and 18 children. 
The passenger list gave the names 
only, and it has not been possible to 
identify all of them.

Reports coming from the provincial 
health department on Saturday show 
some 2393 cases throughout the pro- 
vince. This is a tétal of all reports to 
date. and of these 707 are new since 
thé previous day’s reports, Seventeen 
deaths are mentioned, including those 
at Athabasca, Coronation, Coalhurst, 
Cayley, Foremost, Innisfree, Provost 
(and district) and Red Deer The 
disease has reached eight new places 
and the reports sW@w that there re 
some 67 cases at these places Prob- 
ably the most serfous report comes 
from Youngstown, where there are 60 


cases and seven deaths, while three 
others were likely to dle. 
An unofficial telephene message 


late Friday night to the provincial 
health office#told of 17 bodies at the 
Drumheller — station awaiting ship- 
ment. The health authorities have 
made arrangements for caring for the 
sick in several of the smaller towns 
throughout the provinee.

EDMONTON BULLETIN 


Enemy in Past Four Days Has 
Lost 15,000 Prisoners and 
200 Guns to Allied Forces 


Three Large Battles Are in Progress, Each With Gains to' 
the Allies—Day’s Reports Record Villages Captured 
by British, French and Americans 


Paris, Oct. 26.—The battle has framed up again and heavy fight- 
ing is now under way from, Valencienes to the Meuse. The Allies 
continue to make substantial headway in the task of driving back 
the enemy on the Meuse line. 

The last four days the enemy has lost well up toward 15,000 
prisoners and 200 guns. His total losses of effectives cannot have 
been less than 50,000. Strictly speaking, there are three large bat- 
tles in progress, all of which are being conducted with equal success 
for the Allies. The first is being carried on by the British third and 
fourth armies which, pushing on toward Mons, have reached the 
Valenciennes-Hirson double track railroad. The second is the attack 
of Gen. Mangin north and east of Laon, which has resulted in a gain 
on a front of eight miles for a distance of two miles. He has carried 
his line ouf of the swamps around Sissonnes. The third battle is 
being fouglit by General Guillaumat on a front of 17 miles, from 
Sissonnes to Chateau-Porcien, where the Hundig line joins the 
Kriemhild system of defences. The average gain has been a mile, 
although at some points the advance has been greater. 


BRITISH REPORT. 


London, Oct. 26—The British continue to press forward between 
Valenciennes and Tournai, Field Marshal Haig announces. They have 
captured the village of Maulde on the front north of Valenciennes. 
South of Valenciennes the British have gained successes on the border 
of the Mormal forest, capturing Mount Carmel hill and Englefontaine, 
British patrols progressed north of the railway between Valenciennes 


and Le Quesney.

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Surgeon-General Tells How 
to Fight Spanish Influenza 


Disease and Its Origin, How Recognized, Its Cause and Course 
and Preventive Measures Discussed by Army Authority 


Spanish influenza, the disease 
that has swept through this 
country from Burope and has 
resulted in the closing of pub- 
Ne places in many cities, in- 
cluding Portland, Seattle, Ta- 
coma and others in the West, is 
discussed in an article by Ru- 
pert Blue, Surgeon-General of 
the United States Army. Gen- 
eral Blues’ article, just releas- 
ed through the northwestern 
division of the Red Cross, fo'- 
lows:

What ts Spanish influenza? Is 
i something new? Does it come 
from Spain? 


The disease now occurring in this 
countr$ and called “Spanish influ- 
enza" resembles a very ogntagious 
kind of a “cold,” accompaniéd by fe- 
ver, pains in the head, eyes, ears, back 
or other parts of the body and a feel- 
ing of severe sickness. In most of the 
cases the symptoms disappear after 
three of four days, the patient then 
rapidly recovering; some of the pa-| 
tienta, however, develop pneumonia, or 
inflammation of the ear, or meningitis, 
and many of these complicated cases | 
die. Whether this so-called “Spanish” 
influenza is identical with the epi- 
demics of influenza of earlier years is 
not yet known. 

Epidemics of . iza_ have visited 
this country since 1847. It is interest- 
ing to know that this first epidemic 
was brought here from Valencia, | 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been numerous epidemics of the dis- 
ease. In 1889 and 1890 an epidemic of | 
influenza, starting somewhere in the 
Orient, spread first to Russia, and 
thence over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world, Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United States. 


Although the present epidemic is! 
ealled “Spanish influenza” there is no | 
reason to believe that it originated in | 
Spain. Some writers who have studied 
the question believe that the epidemic 
came from the Orient and they call 
attention to the fact that the Ger-

What is the course of the dis- 
ease?

Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 3 to 
4 days and the patient recovers But | 
while the proportion of deaths in 
the present epidemic has generally 
been low, in some places the outbreak 
has been severe and deaths have been 
numerous. When death occurs it is 
usually the result of a complication. 


What causes the disease and how is 
it spread? 


Bacteriologists who have studied in- 
fluenza epidemics in the past have 
found in many of the cases a very 


discoverer, Pfeiffer’s bacillus. In other 
cases of apparently the same kind of 
disease there were found pneumococci, 
the germs of lobar pneumonia. Still 
others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by other germs with long 
namés. 

No matter what particular kind of 
germs causes the epidemic, itis now 
believed that influenza is always

It is well known that an attack of | 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox | 
usually protects a person against an- | 
other attack of the same disease.

According to newspaper re- 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
attack of influenza during the epidem- 
ic 30 years ago, and was again strick- 
en during the recent outbreak in Spain, 

How can one guard against infiu- 
enza? 

In guarding against diseases of all 
kinds, it is important that the body be | 
kept strong and able to fight off dis- 
ease germs, This can be done by hay- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sufficient, 
wholesome and properly selected food 
In connection with diet, it is well to 
remember that milk is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children, So far as a dis- 
ease like influenza is concerned health | 
authorities everywhere rec Ognize the 
very close relation between its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While it is | 
not always possible, especially in times 
like the present, to avoid such over- 
crowding, people should consider the 
health danger and make every effort to 
reduce the home overcrowding to a 
minimum. The value of fresh air 
through open windows cannot be ov 


emphasized. 

Where crowding is unavoidable, as 
in street cars, care should be taken to 
keep the face so turned as not to in- 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person, 

It is especially important to beware 
of the person who coughs or sneezes 
without covering his mouth and nose. 

It also follows that one should keep 
out of crowds, and stuffy places as
